In 1865 the Congregation of Sisters seived its first approval, and in 1896 its 
perpetual approval from Pope Leo XIII. The Sisters of the Holy Cross form a_-re- 
ligious congregation by means of the simple vows of poverty, chastity, and obedience, 
and are devoted to education, hospital. work, and care of orphans. The time of pro- 
bation consists.of a postulate of at least six months, a two-years’ novitiate, and three 

years under vows, followed by perpetual profession. 7 

During the Civil War and the Spanish-American War a number of Sisters from 

St. Mary’s served as nurses in the fe “hospitals. 

The community now numbers 964 professed, with temporary vows 102, novices 

112, postulants 42. The total number of institutions under the care of the community 

is 67, with 17 schools attached. . The Mother House is at St. Mary’s College and Aca- 

demy, Notre Dame, Indiana, and from this central administration the General Coun- 
cil governs all the institutions, which are established in all parts of the country. In
